This was reported on March first under the title The Water Wizards, - postponed 
from May - and now re-reported. The story has a certain impact which keeps it fresh in 
mind. It gives a novel picture for the American reader of some of the problems faced and 
conquered by the countries overrun by the Germans. Specifically, this is a fascinating 
story of the conquest of the sea, one of the major triumphs of hydraulic engineering in 
the Netherlands , when Walcheren was rescued from the invading sea, its dike gaps closed, 
the most powerful forces of nature defeated by grim determination, mathematical calcula- 
tions, improvisation, and perspiration. In translation, little has been lost of the qua- 
lity of the drama:-the men against the sea emerge as human beings; the bitter realities of 
life experienced by those who fled the sea and battled in homely ways against it come into 
vivid awareness; the chiefs of operation, “the water wizards" - with their blend of scien- 
tific knowledges, familiarity with orthodox methods, concern for their own particular area as 
against the greater project, reluctance to accept either defeat or new ways-they, too, stand 
out as individuals. Perhaps the closest analogy to any American book is found in George 
Stewart's Storm, for here too the implacable force of Nature's power is really the focus 

& of the story. Not always easy reading, and perhaps primarily a book for men. But somehow 
it holds as you read, and stays with you. Don't overlook it.

*This is so immediate, so close to the headlines of the exploding Palestine sit- 
uation that it is excusable that no galleys were available- that the book was rushed 
through in record time. Welles pulls no punches in stating his conclusions on the pol- 
icy of the United States in the case of Palestine. He charges it as "devoid of vision 
and devoid of principle” - as sacrificing the cause of selective security “to short- 
sighted and selfish expedience". He sees the fate of Western civilization at stake. And 
he offers the case of Palestine as evidence, marshalling the steps leading up to the 
present conflict, the historicel aspects, the fallacy of the Arab claims, the betrayal 
of the Jews, by the British, by the United States, the cutting at the foundations of the 
United Nations. He proves his points conclusively- and in conclusion shows the sole 
means by which "we need not fail". A truce is imperative, but a truce which maintains 
the rights of the Jews; international recognition must be made of the Jewish state; the 
arms embargo must be lifted. He recognizes the fact that these steps- at this late date- 
are palliatives. But he feels they must be taken before the partition voted by the 
Assembly can be implemented by an adequate armed force established by the United Nations, 
backed by the United States, contributed by the nations not implicated in selfish inter- 
ests of the Middle East, and financed by the powers. Only so can America and the United 
Nations restore any measure of good faith in the eyes of the world. An important book 
for immediate reading; history is already dating it, already- perhaps- disproving the 
title. But the facts have nowhere else been so concisely, olearly set down, the par- 
allels to Manchuria in 1931, to Munich in 1938 pointed out. Dispassionate assessment, 
cogent reasoning; passionate challenge to action- now.

**A tremendous book of which the digests made for /;fe and the necessarily cut 
excerpts in the Vew York Times gave no conception. For Winston Churchill shows himself 
as historian, biographer, dramatist, journalist; important as is the substance of what 
he records of the years leading up to war, more important for the reader is the color and 
vigor and originality and fearlessness of his manner of recording. Churchill, the man, 
comes through- as he does in his broadcasting - as he does on the platform- as he does 
in his printed speeches - but as he failed to do (for this reader at least) in the slash- 
ed copy which ran serially. He makes the years of so-called peace pregnant with meaning 
(and with frightening parallels today). He shows with almost rhythmic precision the 
points at which World War II might have been prevented. He proves that democracy unless 
welded into larger organizations lacks security. He brings constant evidence to indi- 
cate the dangers in the counsels of prudence. Britain and France consistently lost 
ground while Germany rearmed. British “fatuity and fecklessness" made the Manchurian in- 
cident, Abyssinia, the occupation of the Rhineland, the results of the Saar plebescite, 
the betrayal at Munich possible. And yet Churchill avoids direct attack on Chamberlain, 
Simply saying that the fundamental bases of the differences lay between ‘sweet reasonable- 
ness and the mailed fist". By the time Britain was awake to inevitability of war, Ger- 
many was in her fourth year of preparation, Britain her first. It was a sad tale of 
wrong judgments by well-meaning people. Further errors of judgment are indicated in the 
disdaining of the Russian offer of collaboration, in turning aside Roosevelt's desire for 
an intergovernmental conference - until it was too late, and the march of time brought 
the fall of Austria, Poland, Norway, Holland, Belgium. During the "twilight war” period, 
after Poland, Churchill again played a part, and records his service as Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, his plans- stymied by delay until too late. Vivid pen portraits throughout 
add immeasurably to the whole.

New York for the wary rather than the innocent.

The author traces the theme of the voyage to the moon 
and kindred flights, going back to the classics- Cicero, Lucien, Plutarch; through i 
Voltaire, Swift and Defoe, and highspotting such voyages in novel, romance, satire, poetry 
and fairy tale. The author considers first the early writings that treat the supernatural 
voyage as literature; then the later period of Kepler, Milton, Donne and Kircher, whose 
works were scientific with elements of mysticism; the tradition of the flight by fowl 
found in the writings of Bacon, Chaucer, Godwin. The final section deals with the liter- 
ature of flight by artificial wings and flying chariot. An epilogue rounds out the study 
with the moderns such as Poe, Wells,Jules Verne.

Mrs. Ripperger assumes somewhat 
more of this world's goods, but there is plenty of sound advice for sharply limited bud- 
gets. More extensive coverage, too- in that the opening chapters deal with finding a 
home (buy-rent-share) ; putting it into condition; furnishing and decorating. Good ideas 
here on color- on mixing paints, etc. Furnishing and’ decorating plans come in for dis- 
cussion; selection of glass, china, silver, linen, planning for efficient closets, etc. 
From that point on, the emphasis is on housekeeping:- cleaning, laundry, care of clothes, 
elimination of pests, handling of emergencies. There's a section on household help- if 
any! On insurance, .on marketing, cooking terminology, spoilage (this is one of the best). 
The last section takes up various phases and problems and recipes for success in enter- 
taining. The angles on the "five o'clock wife“ - how to have a job and be a good house- 
keeper- will recommend this highly to career girl brides...May I register one complaint?

in a California setting, this time having to do with the return of a young G.I. who has 
been either buried alive, or has arisen from the dead (this reader was puzzled) and has 
come home to plague his mother who is hitting it up with a young lover. In the end 
everyone dies a violent death and the old ranch-house burns down. This is simple and 
easily recognizable Jeffers' stuff....The next part, The Inhumanist , has to do with an 
old man who has become caretaker of the remains of the old homestead after its burning 
and whose best friend seems to be the double-edged axe to which he directs a lot of con- 
versation. This part, though more obscure, has its quota of rape, death and violence... 
The upshot of the whole seems to be Jeffers against our participation in World Wars I and 
Il; Jeffers against Hitler and Roosevelt; Jeffers against the human race in general. His 
youths are as handsome and incestuous as ever; his wives and mothers as adulterous; his 
old men as lecherous, violent and driveling. Jeffers does like the California landscape 
and can't say too much (so he thinks) about it since it will last when the race of man- 
kind is gone. He predicts World War III and this country's destruction at the hands of 
Russians or Germans or Japs, whom he does not hate. The publishers disclaim authority 
for his political views in this puerile and violent rodomontade, while the author pro- 
Glaims his love for his publishers. To this reviewer his popularity is a puzzle; but he 
has his followers, and they will like this volume, no doubt. Even to the faint note of 
fascism, fashionable among the adherents of the Beard and Wallace schools of thought.

He‘sketches the contribution of the Eastern Orthodox Church, the Roman 
Catholic Church (Augustine) and the Protestant Church (Bunyan and Luther) to Christian 
thought about redemption.

* Professor Smart is one whose sermons and lectures are never dull. He is con- 
cerned to point up the relevancy of the Bible to the life of today. He feels that the 
multiplicity of books on this subject is an indication of a widespread uneasiness lest 
the Bible be “the most widely circulated and the least read book of the day." He has 
the gift of the trenchant phrase giving.a new twist to an old idea. After dealing with 
the place of the Bible in modern culture and with certain misconceptions concerning the 
structure and purpose of the Book, Professor Smart dwells upon four central ideas of 
the Bible: God and His World, God and His People, The Final Revelation, and The Final 
Triumph, While there is nothing novel about the subject or its treatment in this volume, 
this is a most readable book and Protestant preachers particularly will be well repaid 
for the reading of it.

In this introductory volume, Dr. Goldman evaluates the Hebrew Bible, the influence it 
has exerted upon our western civilization and its enduring effectiveness in our own day. 
An outline of the form and content of the Scriptures, a discussion of the use of Bibli- 
cal criticism, an evaluation of the prophetic strain in the Old Testament are given in 
successive chapters. -Then follows a unique and most valuable section entitled, “Echoes 
and Illusions." This consists of quotations from comments of several hundred great 
personages of history, literature and the present day, all dealing with the meaning 
and significance of the Bible. If the other volumes in this series measure up to the 
high standard set in this introduction, the entire study will be indispensable to the 
library of every Bible student, Jewish and Christian.

This is a restatement of the pacifist position by eleven British and American 
Christian leaders under the editorship of Rufus Jones, the noted Quaker. The first part 
of the book expounds the Christian pacifist faith, outlining the philosophical, relig- 
ious and scriptural basis for the renunciation of war. In the second part attention is 
devoted to the position of the church on this question, quite obviously with the meeting 
of the World Council of Churches in mind. With so much talk of the imminence and in- 
evitability of another war, it is salutary to be reminded of the fact that there are 
those who contend that no Christian can conscientiously have any part in war, and that 
they have reasons for their position which are difficult to refute. It is to be hoped 
that many besides those who are already convinced pacifists will read this book. They 
may not agree with the conclusions of the writers but they may find their own hysteria 
tempered or their own despair lightened. (Publ.)

* Here is proof, if such be needed, that not all the great preaching in America 
is to be heard from our metropolitan pulpits. The author of this volume of sermons is 
the pastor of St. Paul's Methodist Church in Lincoln, Nebraska, and a comparatively 
young minister. One reading this volume can readily understand why Gerald Kennedy is 
in great demand for lectures, conferences and radio work. For here is a direct and 
vital message couched in a style that is fresh, vivid, arresting, and stimulating. While 
the author admits in his preface that sermons should be preached and not written, he has 
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managed to transfer to the printed page much of the direct and personal appeal of preach- 
ing thet must hold his congregations im rapt attention. The sermons in this volume with 
the great affirmation of the Christian faith, based on the thesis that "A Christian is 
one who has the mind of Christ." God, Christ, the Church, the Gospel, the Bible, the 
Kingdom, such are the familiar subjects of these sermons. But there is nothing hack- 
neyed or conventional in their treatment. The author is of the liberal school, but 
definitely and positively evangelical. Preachers will find this volume a gold mine of 
illustrations, apt quotations, arresting illusions, and thought-provoking phrases. ( Publ.)

While 
the presuppositions are those of a believing Catholic, in all but one of the chapters 
the appeal to cultivate the life of the Spirit is one which would strike a responsive 
chord in the hearts of wistful Protestants as well as Catholics. The method of pre- 
sentation is such as would interest those conversant with the esoteric, and the mysti- 
cal.

* The title gives no indication of the nature of this interesting and significant ~— 
contribution to the field of religious education. The author writes out of extensive 
practical experience in the Union College Character Research Project, the goals and 
methods of which are set forth in this book. This project proceeds on the assumption 
that character is not formed by the accidents of circumstance but is subject to quite 
different psychological laws which can be scientifcally studied and scientifically ap- 
plied. He then describes the traits of character which are capable of development at 
each age level, and the experiments which have been made in such character education 
in churches in Schenectady and Albany. While the book will be of interest to all psy- 
chologists and other teachers concerned with character education, religious educators 
should have an especial interest in it, since the author is convinced that religion 
should be one of the determining factors in character education. However, only those 
in this field who are interested in “advanced” ideas and ready for radical experimenta- 
tion will be willing to accept the author's presuppositions and conclusions. (6/15)
